Account from Cape Town. . 

An earlier dispatch from Cape Town gave 
the following details as received at that 
point from Belmont: From the few details 
which have reached here of General Me- 
thuen's fight with the Boers yesterday it ap- 
pears that Boers from Fincham's farm 
‘shelled an advance body of British on 
Wednesday, Nov. 22, and the British artil- 
lery was pushed forward and sheiled a hill 
which the Hritish subsequently occupied, 
capturing two guns. The Boer casualties 
wore thirty men killed and wounded. 

The Boer main column left Fincham’s 
farm during the afternoon and camped five 
miles ahead. “At daybreak on Thursday the 
Boers fired from the hills, 1,000 yards dis- 
tant, on the British advance force. Other 
troops were then pushed up and the engage- 
“ment became general. The British artillery 
made excellent practice and silenced the 
Boer guns. Then two battalions of the 
Grenadier Guards and the Northumberland 
Regiment stormed the heights at the point 
of the bayonet. Crossing the fire zone 
amidst “a storm of lead, the guards and 
Northumberlands pushed up the incline and 
reached the summit, doing great execution 

“with their bayonets and capturing the 
laager, with guns, equipment, prisoners, 
cattle, and sheep. The entire position was 
catried by 8 o'clock, the cavalry, consisting 
of the Ninth Lancers — mounted infan- 
try, pursuing the flying rm. 

The Boers, it is estimated, numbered 3,500 


men. Their loss is unknown.

fourth break has not yet been reported be- 
tween the capital of Natal and the sea- 
board, but at the worst, Englishmen will be 
able to console themselves with the reflec- 
tion that the Boers cannot go outside of Dur- 
ban without plunging into the sea. There 
are vague reports of heavy artillery fire 
here and spirited skirmishing there, but 
the curtain was lifted at midnight high 
enough to enable any one in London to ob- 
tain a clear glimpse of what is going on.

The Boers are alleged to 
have three times resorted to the treacherous 
device of showing the white flag and then 
firing as the British advanced. The Chroni- 
cle correspondent also states that dumdums 
were fired by the Boers; and that sev- 
eral British soldiers and a war cor- 
respondent of the Post were wounded by 
these explosive bullets. General Methuen 
has sent a communication to the Boer com- 
mandant warning him against the use of 
dumdums and also against the treacherous 
display of the white flag. 


CHURCHILL’S RELEASE LIKELY. 


Report from Pretoria Says He Is to Be 
Considered a Non-Combatant— 
Others Paroled. 
. — 

PRETORIA, Nov. 24—It ts believed that 
the government will shortly release Winston 
Churchill as a non-combatant. The prison- 
ers from Mafeking and Lobatsi are mostly 
railroad men. After they had taken the 
oath not to fight againkt the Transvaal they 
were sent to Delagoa Bay. : 

Through the courtesy of the Transvaal 
authorities the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press, in the company of Mr. P. G. 
Grobler, Under Secretary for Foreign Af - 
fairs, and Mr. De Souze, Secretary of the 
War department, was enabled to visit Wins- 
ton Churchill today at the model school, 
where he is confined with the captured offi- 
cers. Beyond a slight bullet wound in the 
right hand he seemed well and looked 
hearty, although naturally chafing under en- 
forced idleness. In the course of the inter- 
view Mr. Churchill said: : 

The Boers ha ve treated us with much 
kindness. This was the case from the out- 
set. They praised our defense of the ar- 
mored train and expressed surprise that the 
locomotive was saved from becoming a 
hopeless wreck, as they expected, under 
their artillery fire. 

We were marched through a pouring rain 
‘to Colenso, proceeding the next morning 


going by rail to Modderspruit, finally arriv- 
ing here on Nov. 18. : 

“On the journey great numbers of burgh- 
ers crowded to see us, but there was only one 
who made insulting remarks, the others 
courteously offering us something to smoke 
or showing such marks of attention.“ 

Mr. Churchill said the confinement in the 

model school was close and severe, but 
under all the conditions he had no grounds 
to complain, When asked regarding his 
general impressions, he said he had had 
many discussions with the Boers as to the 
rights of war and had been much impressed 
by the number who could speak English. He 
had found that most of them regretted the 
conflict, asserting that it had arisen as the | 
result of misrepresentations. 
80 far as he could learn, however, the spirit 
of the burghers in the field, despite their pri- 
vations, Was most determined, and there was 
no chante of an early peace. 

“I fear,” said Mr. Churchill, that the 
struggle will be bloody and protracted.“ 


White Reports No Change.

The . Advertiser confirms the report 
of fighting near Willow Grange. It says: 
“Five thousand British left Estcourt on 
Wednesday afternoon for a reconnaisance. 
They surprised the Boers at 3 o’clock on 
Thursday morning and occupied the Boer 
position, bayonetting eighty of the enemy. 

At daybreak the Boers opened with 
quick-firers. The British artillery was un- 
able to reach the Boers, and the British post- 
tion, therefore, became untenable, and was 
evacuated. Subsequently the artillery was 
brought into action, and the Boers fell back. 
Their object having been attained, the Brit- 
ish returned to Estcourt.

In the first place, it seems strange that if 
General Methuen gained such a pronounced 
victory he was unable to pursue the routed 
Boers effectively. The other point is in 
regard to the alleged capture of two or four 
of the Boers’ guns mentioned in the Reuter 
dispatch. 

General Methuen fails to mention securing 
such a prize, and so do the correspondents. 

Viewing the reports of the official news- 
papers with unbiased mind, the suspicion 
arises that when the full details are received 
the engagement will probably take the same 
class as the battle of Glencoe or Rietfon- 
tein. 

Dreamy Stories from Ladysmith. 

So many dreamy stories are received about ‘ 
Ladysmith that even the most sanguine 
London papers refuse to accept the last 
report of a great success by General White 
over the Boers without many grains of salt. | 
At the same time. it is generally admitted 
that the Boers are more bothersome than 
ever in the vicinity of Ladysmith, Colenso, 
and Estoourt. The Boers moved their guns 
the Mooi River camp, which i 
they shell incessantly, and six British guns 
which attempted to reply failed on account 
of the range. 

Big Fights in Prospect. 

A big engagement in General White’s tant 
tory is expected daily, and unless all signs 
fall the wires will be kept hot for some days 
to come reporting battles. General Methu- 
en is sure to have a fight before he even 
reaches the gates of Kimberley. 


Peril Confronts Mafeking.

LONDON, Nov. 24.—The latest news from 
Mafeking causes apprehension equally deép 
as the admiration of the prolonged de- 
tense of Colonel Baden-Powell. The cheer- 
fulness of the force is unabated, but Colonel 
Baden-Powell has been counting on assist- 
ance many weeks before any can reach him. 

The parallel trenches of the Boers continue 
to approach nearer and nearer the town. 
The defenders are powerless to prevent their 
advance. 

Shells sweep through the streets, deserted 
now, since all the inhabitants are living un- 
derground. With its bombproof shelters the 
place has become like a human warren. 

There seem to be doubts whether the 
water supply will hold out.

Meanwhile the Boer has been taught a 
lesson. He dares only to creep nearer be- 
hind intrenchments, but when his parallels 
are near enough to allow him to enfilade 
the streets with rifle fire Mafeking will have 


to surrender, as the force holding it is not 


large enough to permit of many further 


sorties. 
Still Colonel Baden-Powell reports there 


is no question of surrender.

Pathetic Scene as People View the Body

A great deal not only of the merit of 
the action separately considered but also 
of the significance of its results lies in the 
number of Boers opposed to us and the ex- 
tent of their losses, and on neither of these 
points are we likely to obtain precise data. 

“The explicit accounts received of the 
treacherous behavior of Boers by which twa 
British officers lost their lives seem to place 
the matter beyond all doubt. It is useless 
to talk of studied reprisais in such a connec- 
tion, but the Boers may rest assured the out- 
rages will not remain unpunished. 

“The position in Natal is so strangely 
complicated that it is simply impossible yet 
to make head or tail of it. The audacity of 
the Boers in attempting to contain three 
British forces—those of Ladysmith, Bst- 
court, and Mooi River—while they move to 
Pietermaritzburg is almost beyond belief, 
but the British commanders hardly seem to 
rise to the situation.

EMPEROR HONORS THE DUKE AND 
DUCHESS OF MARLBOROUGH. 


Marked Expression of His Friendship 
for America—All the Residents of 
the Surrounding Country Turn Out 
to Welcome the German Ruler 
Bunting in Profusion and the Road 

Lined with Vehicles—Kaiser Plants 
a Tree to Commemorate the Visit.

LONDON, Nov. 24.—Emperor William, ac- 
companied by the Prince of Wales, the Duke 
of Connaught, and a numerous suite, jour- 
neyed from Windsor to Blenheim today to 
take lunch with the Duke and Duchess of 
Marlborough.

Queen Will Return Emperor’s Visit in 


the Spring—Chamberlain to 
the Front.

LONDON, Nov. 28.—The German Emper- 
or’s visit will be returned by Queen Victoria 
at Potsdam after her holiday in the Italian 
Riviera next spring. There is no public an- 
nouncement, but this is already well under- 
stood in diplomatic circles. The political 
gossips are already asking whether Secre- 
tary for the Colonies Chamberlain will ac- 
company her to complete the negotiations 
already begun at Windsor. For there has 
been diplomacy behind the scenes after all.

Judge Waddill at Richmond, Va., De- 


cides in Favor of Legality of Board 
of Trade Deals. 


Richmond, Va., Nov. 24.—[{Special. ]—Judge 
Edmund Waddill Jr., sitting today in the 
United States District Court, rendered an 
opinion, in which he affirms that debts con- 
tracted in speculation are valid.

Converting Process Invented Which 
Will Be of Great Value in 
North Dakota.

This coal contains too much sulphur and 
other elements in proportion to the carbon.

Believed the Vital Organs of the Tar- 
tar Victim Willi Still Show Whether 
Her Denise Was Superinduced by 
Starvation—Army Officers Ordered 
Not to Discuss the Charges—Further 
Testimony of the Bad Condition 

Aboard Ship. 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 24.—[Special.}— i 


Although the seal of secrecy has been placed 
upon the army Officers at San Fraticisco, 
orders having come from Washington some 
days ago to General Shafter’s headquarters 
that officers are required to refuse to discuss 
any matters contiected with the service with 
representatives of newspapers, more facts 
have come to light concerning the United 
States troopship Tartar, which brought the 
Twentieth Kansas from Manila, that go to 
_ show how tinfit was the vessel to carry such 


a great cargo of human freight, and ye 


cially stek soldiers and civilians. The evi- 

dence comes from discharged soldiers who 
came on the Tartar, and the testimony of 
every one interviewed corroborates the 
sweeping allegations of Colonel Girard, the 
Presidio surgeon, whose complaints first 
startled the War department and the public 
by the revélation of cruelty and neglect. 

Further evidence of the criminal neglect 
of the dying widow of-the late Captain Col- 
Uns of the Twenty-third Infantry, U. S. A., 
who died at Manila while in the service of 
his country, has been givén by R. H. Hoag 
of this city, a cousin of Mrs. Collins. Mr. 
Hoag said: 

Her arms were gashed and cut by broken 
bottles and glasses that were in her berth 
and thé 3 oe marks were on her body 
after e lagen here. She had at least 
6200,000 in her on name and her people are 
wealthy, They win certainly do all in their 
power to forward a full investigation into 
the cause of her dea 


Coroner May Intervene. 

Though the federal government has em- 
barked upon its investigation into the causes 
that led to the death of Mrs. Charles Collins, 
there is a probability that an investigation 
will also be made by Hill, Speaking 
of the case the Coforer said: 

There is no question that I have jurisdic- 
tion in this case, and if any of the relatives 
or friends of the dead woman make com- 
An I would feel it my duty to have the 

y exhumed. It has beet embalmed and is

tion in public. 

Michael Neustaeder, one of the soldiers 

who were on the Tartar, says 

“The Tartar was — crowded and. 
we were badly treated. One of the dis- 
charged men, Charles K. Rider, of the Four- 
teenth Infantry, was arrested in the harbor 
of Hongkong for complaining and asking 
for mare meat. The discharged soldiers 
were dubbed ‘ charity passengers, and every 
indighity was heaped upon them. I, myself, 
paid 10 cents a glass for icé water to drink, 
as did many others who were Ul and suffer- 
ing for water. When used. them, to for medicine 
Major Rafter „ baying he was 
not there to serve discharged men, and in- 
structed #4 to call on the ship’s doctor. 


Another Death from Neglect. 

A Gispatelti from San Antonto today gives 
an interview with Ed C. Clark, late of the 
Highteenth Infantry, who was one of the 
discharged soldiers on the Tartar. He said 
half of the horrors that he and his féllow- 
soldiera,saw and suffered on the Tartar had 
not deen told. He said: 

There were 407 of us discharged soldiers, 
and they can all tell hair-raising stories. 
The records will show who was the major

recall his name; we calle1 him the Old 
Major.’ Well, that man ani a Lieutenant, 
also a surgeon, refused to ste a private of 
the Fourteenth Infantry who was dying. 
The ‘Old Major’ was asleep when he was 
called. I am too tired,’ he said, and turned 
over and slept on. That man of the Four- 
teenth Infantry died without attention that 
night He came from St. Louis. Maybe the 
records will show his name, too.“

“ We find the Epworth 1 to be ina 
state of unrest by reason of the agitation 
over the official conduct of General Secre- 
tary Edwin A. Schell, D. Db. This unrest 
seems to be due in part to the serious official 
wrong of the secretary himself; in part to 
the misconception of the action of the Board 
of Control at its meeting at Indianapolis, 
caused by the reading into its statement of 
a serious official wrong, a moral judgement 
which it did not express and had no author- 
ity to express; and in part to arraignments 
and criticisms based upon flying rumors of 
irresponsible parties, unsupported by proper 
evidence, whose currency has been fitted to 
mislead and defeat rather than to promote 
the ends of truth and justice. 

Regarding himself vindicated by this dec- 
laration, Dr. Schell tendered his resignation 
and it was accepted with regret and with 
an expression of admiration for his *‘ meek- 
ness of spirit, energy, resourcefulness, and 
marked ability.“ 

After accepting the resignation of Dr. d- 
win A. Schell of Chicago the Board of Con- 
trol met later in the afternoon and elected 
the Rev. Wilbur PF. Thirkfield, D. D., Pres- 
ident of Gammon Theological Seminary at 
Atlanta as the successor of Dr. Schell as 
secretary of the Epworth league. 

Dr. Thirkfield is a graduate of Ohio Wes- 
leyan University and also of Boston Theo- 
logical University, and was in pastoral work 
previous to his call to Atlanta. 


The charges net Dr. Edwin A. Schell 
were made shortly before the annual con- 
vention of the Epworth league in Indian- 
apolis in June. It was charged that he had 
been guilty of malfeasance in office and that 


he had accepted royalties upon a music 
book, the publication of which had been or- 
dered by the league to be comp by Dr. 


Schell and Dr. H. C. Jennings 

It was charged that Dr. Schell had made 
a contract with E. O. Excell, a singer and 
music publisher of Chicago, who was to edit 
the book, whereby a portion of the royalties 
which the league was to pay for the publica- 
tion should go to him. . Schell’s portion 
of the sum is said to have amounted to 
$5,000, and Excell is said, in gratitude for the 
sum he realized upon the transaction, to have 
sent Dr. Jennings a check for $1,000. 

Dr. Jennings made an investigation of the 
motive for the sen of the check, and the 
charges against Dr. Schell grew out of the 
investigation. 

Charges Against Dr. Schell. 

The Board of Control of the Epworth 
league, after the convention in Indianapolis, 
sat as a court of inquiry upon the charges 
Ab against Dr. Schell, and after“ a 

earing of the case came to the conclusion 
that Dr. Schell had been indiscrete, but that 
if he would acknowledge repentance it would 
be condoned. The board left the matter in 
that shape and considered it dropped. 

Immediately upon the decision of the 
Board of Control being known in the league 
there was a demand for Dr. Schell's resigna- 
tion issued from New England. The Zion's 
Herald of Boston insisted upon the resigna- 
tion of the General Secretary being forced. 
It preferred formal charges against him, 
which it insisted were not of the character 
to be condoned, and in the name of the league 
and the Methodist Church dem that 
the action. of the Board of Contro re- 
versed. The Herald charged that Dr. 
Schell's dealings with Excell could not be 
condened as thoughtless, alleging that a 
carefully prepared contract existed between 
the two men, which had been placed in a 
safety deposit vault with written instruc- 
tions that if the depositors should die while 
it was there it should be destroyed without 
being opened. 

Demand for His Removal. 

The insistent demand for the General Sec- 
rétary’s removel grew and was taken up 
by chapters of the league, Dr. Schell hav- 
ing a number of opponents among the offi- 
cialis of the Epworth league in Chicago. 
The Board of Control was finally forced to 
— the case at its meeting in Cincin- 
na 

Dr. Schell has had his headquarters with 
the Western Methodist Book Concern, Wa- 
bash avenue and Monroe street.

GANS WINS FROM CROSBY. 


COLORED LIGHTWEIGHT GETS DE- 
CISION OVER LOUISVILLE MAN. . 


in Art of Countering — Falls City 
‘Fighter Persists in Clinching—Good

Joe Gans, the colored lightweight cham- 
pion, easily won the decision over Steve 
Crosby of Louisville in their match last 
night at the Star Theater. The bout did

Even so, Crosby did not make a runaway 
fight, as it was only in the last round he 
broke ground.

Gans’ favorite style is to let his man do 
the leading. That he is a master in the art 
of countering was fully demonstrated by the 
many vicious jolts and right uppercyts he 
sent to his opponent’s body as he came in 
with a left lead. These alone would have 
won him the fight, as Crosby did not hand 
out any punches of equal effect. Against 
such a clever man as Gans Crosby made a 
good showing for the first two rounds, and 
was cheered as he went to his corner at the 
end of the second, After that he lost caste 
by his disinclination to break from the 
clinches. He did not appear to be distressed 
sufficiently to cause him to cling on, but had 
apparently made up his mind to last six 
rounds. 

Gans grew angry toward the finish, when 
he was trying to force the pace, and once 
or twice fairly tore himself free from a 
break that he might renew the attack.

BROS.’ LIVE IN THE FACTORY. 


Organization Leaders 8 Appeal | 
to Health Department — Work Re- 
sumed on the Northwestern “L” 
Structure — Building Contractors 
Form Plans for Jan. 1—Waitresses 
Go on Strike at the Tremont—Confer 
on Dewey 


As a result of the strike of the 6 


workers employed by Winslow Bros. the 
firm’s factory at North Blizabeth street and) | 
Carroll avenue is in a state of partial siege. 
Strikers’ pickets patrol the streets surround- 
ing the factory, and the seven non-union 
metal workers remain at the factory night 
and day. The 200 iron méMefs who re- 


turned to work early this week enter and 


leave the factory escorted by a guard of po- 
licemen and non-union employés. They are 
not interfered with by the strikers, however, | 
as they went back to work after securing 
their own terms and with the approval of the 
Metal Workers’ union. 

Superintendent Hanson declares that the 
company is no way embarrassed by the | 
strike of the metal workers. 

In order to compel the non-union men to 
leave the factory the Commissioner of 
Health has been appealed to by the strikers. 
They declared that the men were sleeping in 
umhdithy quarters. The health officers wil! 
investigate the santiary conditions of the 
place today. The union men declare that 
they will force Winslow Bros. to take out a 
Yicense for a lodging-heuse if they do not 
succeed. in having. the men ordered out of 
the factory by the health officers. 

Resume Work on L.“ 

Work was resumed by the 300 striking 
structural tronworkers on the Northwestern 
elevated railroad structure. The contractors 
agreed to employ none but union men. Busi- 
ness Agent Daley of the steamfitters has not 
yet settled his difficulties with the MeCloud 
company, ebntractors for the steamftting in 
the power-house.

John Sarta4n, whose life has covered al- 
most nine deeades of the contury, and who 
has been a factor in its artistic, literary. and 
scientific activities, has written a book of 
unusual interest. Mr. Sartain is of Eng- 
lish origin and the first few chapters of the 
book are devoted to London as it was in the 
early part of the century. Of the peace 
jubilee in 1814 he has distinct recollections 

_and he recounts many incidents of the cele- 
bration, to which he was an eye-witness. 

His father died when he was yet an in- 

Tant, and as his mother was not able to man- 
age the small business left them he was, 
after a short and painful school life, appren- 
ticed to an engraver. In his chapter on 
“The Rod he tells of his experiences with 
various teachers, and they are equaled only 
by those with which Dickens seems to have 
been familiar. During the ninety years of 
my life,” he writes, no greater progress 
has been made in any direction than in the 
methods employed in the teaching and train- 
ing of children,” which is much for one t- 
say who has seen the face of the globe trans 
formed by the wonders of steam, electricity, 
and ‘machinery. 

He was but 12 years old when, standing on 
the bank of the Thames one evening, he was 
almost frightened by the spectral appear- 
ance of the first steamboat he had ever seen. 
At that time, he says, “ a few crackbrained 
people were contending that it was perfectly 
feasible to light the streets with an illumi- 
nating gas conducted through pipes, and an- 
other set, equally untrustworthy, was trying 
to make people believe that vehicles could 
be run on iron rails instead of good, old- 
fashioned roads, and could be drawn by 
steam engines instead of horses.“ Later S. 
F. B. Morse, Robert Morris, and many others 
of the crackbrained people became his 
warm friends. 

In 1830 Mr. Sartain came to America, land- 
ing after a nine weeks’ voyage in Philadel- 

hia. His work as an ver had won for 

m the friendship of many people of note in 
London, so with letters from them, and the 
recognition accorded him by the few Amer- 
ican artists who already knew of him, he 
was able to establish himself at once. The 
various occurrences which mark the ad- 
vancement of art in those days are related 
with the clearness and intelligence of a con- 
noisseur whose eye covered the whole field 
and who was able to estimate the impor- 
tance of every movement. He soon became 
a leader among artists. He was personally 
acquainted with all those who were well 
known both in England and America, and 
when the centennial of 1876 was being ar- 
ranged for he was at once placed at the head 
of the art exhibit. 

In 1849 he undertook the publication of 
Gartain’s Union Magazine. This brought 
him into contact with all the literary world, 

which the bright particular stars were 

' Longfellow, Lowell, Bayard Taylor, Thomas 
Buchanan Read, Henry Hirst, Thomas Dunn 
English, Alice and Phoebe Cary, Grace 
Greenwood, and Edgar Allan Poe. In this 
magazine The Bells,“ as it is today, was 
first published, the author receiving for it 
$45. Some space is given to the prices paid 
contributors in those days, apropos of which 
a fac-simile letter is given written by Poe 
to his publishers in which he says concern- 
ing the bringing out of a book: I should 
be glad to accept thé terms you allowed me 
before-that is, you receive all the profits 
and allow me twenty copies for distribution 
to my kriends.“ Hirst, Poe, English, and 

John Howard Payne were among his friends 

who spent much time at Mr. Sartain’s house, 

and the incidents of their intercourse are de- 
lightfully narrated. 

The Book is written in a clear, simple, dig- 
nified style, and has no hint of egotism. 
The réading public has every reason to be 
grateful to Thomas A. Janvier for inspiring

“The Many-Sided Franklin.” By Paul 
Leicester Ford. The Century company. 

Paul Leicester Ford’s “ The Many-Sided 
Franklin is a most entertaining book—the 
most interesting biography of Franklin 
that has been written, perhaps, not except- 
ing the famous autobiography itself, for Mr. 
Ford’s. method has been such that he has 
been able to incorporate the greater part of 
that delightful confession into his work. 
This is true in spite of the incompleteness 
of the biography. There are many things to 
which sufficient space is not given, and 
those who would study the work of the ver- 
satile genius rather than the man himself 
must read some of the earlier biographies. 
There is no new information of consequence, 
but there are many interesting side lights 
on his character from the writings of his 

‘ contemporaries, which Mr. Ford has used 
ekilifully in limning the portrait. 

The book consists of a series of sketches of 
Franklin, each giving a glimpse of the man 
himself and his relations to others. There 

- are twelve of these topics, and the desire to 
thake them of equal length, as required by 
the necessities of serial publication, has 
given some of them more space than they 
deserve, while others receive scant treat- 
ment at the author’s hands. The chapters 
treat of Franklin's family relations, phys- 
ique, theories and appetites, his education 
and religion, his career as printer, publisher, 
writer, and journalist; his relations with the 
fair sex, and his work as jack of all trades, 
scientist, humorist, politician, diplomatist, 

and society man. From these one gets a 

better idea of the man himself than has been 

given by any other biographer. 

Franklin was much stronger than the av- 
erage Man, but suffered frequently from 
‘disease. He was the only man in Philadel- 
phia in that day who bathed twice a week, 
and one of the few Americans who did not 
dread the fresh air. During his early life 
he was a vegetarian and a teetotaler, but 
these practices were really due to motives of 
economy, as he drank often and ate all the 
meat he could get in his later life, the result 
being corpulency and gout. The philosophy 
of Poor Richard was practiced as well as 

by him as a rule, although he made 


preached 
but little profession of it; for instance, his 


rule was to walk three miles a day, and this 
he usually walked in his own room, whose 
floot he would tread for an hour before dress- 
ing in the morning. 

In dealing with the frequently discussed 
topic of Franklin’s religious views Mr. Ford 
does not express himself on the question, 
but traces the development of his religious 
theories. In his early life he revolted from 
the strictness of the Puritans, and was 
driven practically into an atheism which in 
later life was modified by a doctrine some- 
what akin to that of the Universalists of to- 
day, and which he declared a few weeks be- 
fore his death. While he took the religious 
oaths required by the theocratic government 
of his day, he evidently did so with reserva- 
tion. ‘The strongest indication of his belief 
in the value of religion was his famous mo- 
tion for prayers when the federal convention 
of 1787 seemed to have developed differences 
that seemed irreconcilable. 

No former biographer of Franklin has 
taken the trouble to consider so carefully 

relations with women. At every 
stage of his life the philosopher was a pet of 
women, and he took great pleasure in thefr 
society, and especially in the adulation of 
the ladies of the French court in his later 
years. The only charge that is ever made 
against Franklin is that he was wild in his 
Yeung days. The defense of Mr. Ford is:

Ot Franklin's social life in France Mr. 
Ford tells much. But of the important serv- 
ices that he rendered to the American peo- 
ple he says little, although it is now general- 
ly conceded that Franklin alone could have 
secured the assistance of France for thé re- 
volted colonies, and that without such as- 
sistance they could not have won their inde- 
pendence. Mr. Ford does make this latter 
fact plain, however, by showing what little 
part the other plenipotentaries of the United 
Siates had in the negotiations. 

The book is attractively printed, the l- 
lustrations being remarkable for their num- 
ber and excellence. The introduction of 
some of them is, however, rather far 
fetched; for instance, in the chapter on 
Franklin’s physique we find pictures of five 
physicians of the day with whom Franklin 
was acquainted and also Montgolfier, Cag- 
liostro, and Mesmer, as well as a picture of 
Montgolfier’s balloon, and a glass from 
which Franklin drank wine.

The Prince's Story Bock, edited by George 

Gomme (Longmans), is the third col- 
lection “presented to those readers, old and 
young, who delight in something picturesque at 
Christmas time. It is a series of graphic ex- 
tracts from historical novels chronologically ar- 
ranged. The stories begin with that exciting 
event, the battle of Stanfordbridge, when the 
two great war Princes, Harold of Norway and 
Harold of England, met to fight out their quarrel. 
Then follow tales of all the English Kings and 
of statesmen and warriors whose names are fa- 
miliar to every child. They are taken bodily 
from the books of such authors as Thackeray, 
Scott, Cooper, Miss Porter, etc., and need no 
further recommendation. 

Mrs. Maud Ballington Booth's Sleepy Time 
Stories "’ (Putnam), is a volume of tales about 
butterflies, flowers, birds, and lambs, told in just 
the way little folks love. As Chauncey Depew 
says in his introduction, the stage robber and the 
Indian slayer are not the best materials for boys’ 
and girls’ storfes. Mrs. Booth has sought to fill 
their place with wholesome conceits about flowers 
that talk and birds that do acts of Christian 
charity. The personification of. the lily and dande- 
lion is à little too long a stretch of the imagina- 
tion to be always convincing, but the stories 
about the birds are among the brightest and most 
natural of their kind to be found anywhere. The 
illustrations are Maud Humphry’s dainty but 
doll-like babies The book as a whole is decidedly 
attractive, both in spirit and in execution. It 
can be recommended to all mothers with small 
children who beg to be told stories. 

Little, Brown & Co. have added four more 
volumes to their Centenary edition of Balzac,

The Mitchell family is well known in the

The second Baron wags Sir Andrew 
Mitchell, who died on June 29, 1764, leaving 
two sons by his first wife. His son, John 
Mitchell, succeeded to the title and died with- 
out issue in 1783. ter his death the estate 
reverted to the throne. 

The line of descent traced to August Cliff 
is through the assumption of the title by the 
third son of Sir John Mitchell, the grantee 
of the first Baronetcy.
